MRS. SAMPSON 
FREED BY JUnY 


Holds Impromptu Recep- 
tion in Court Room: 


District Attorney Gilbert Says 
He Has Done His Full Duty 
by the People and the Pris- 
oner, and Is Satisfied With 
the Result. 


Lyons, N. Y., April 9.—Mrs. weorgia 
Allyn Sampson, the young woman whc 
has been on trial for her life here since 
Monday. on the charge that she had shot 
and killed her husband, Harry Sampson, 
was acquitted shortly after 10 o'clock 
tonight, -and was immediately given her 


freedoin. 

Mrs. Sampson was tremiblinz perceptt- 
bly when the jury announced its verdict, 
but she recovered her composure imme- 
diately, and smilingly received the em- 
braces of her father and other relatives 
and the congratulations of her friends. 
She held an impromptu reception in the 
court, thanking and shaking hands with 
her lawyers and each of the jurors, and 
also greeting and thankins the repre- 
sentatives of the press. Mrs. Sampson 
declined to make ary statement for 
publication. 

District Attorney tilbert, in speaking 
of the verdict, said: ‘“T am satisfied. I 
have done my full duty by the people 
and by the prisoner. ’ 

Mr. Gilbert. although a cousin of Mrs. 
Sampson by marriage, stood by his duty 
and prosecuted the case as vigorously as 
the facts would permit. 

Testimony in Rebuttal. 

The last day of the trial was spent in 
presenting the defense’s case and in lis- 
tening to the closing arguments of the 
state and the defense, and to the charge 
of Judge Rich. The testimony of the 
defense was brief, and was confined 
chiefly to rebutting the testimony of Dr. 
Albert H. Hamilton, a gun expert, that 
the hole made in Sampson's outer shirt 
was made by a bullet fired from a dis- 
tance. and that Harry Sampson could 
not, therefore, have committed suicide, 
as the defense alleged. Dr. Albert F. 
Hall, of Fulton, N Y., was the gun ex- 
pert who testified for the defense. 

it was 6:30 o'clock tonight when Judge 
Rich completed his charge to the jury. 
An hour and forty minutes later the 
jury asked for the ground plan of the 
lower floor of the Allyn house, where 
Sampson met his death. They also ask- 
ed for the two shirts and other exhibits 
used by the gun experts. These were 
given them. 

At 10 o’clock the jurymen reported to 
Judge Rich that they had reached an 
agreement. 

Mrs. Sampson trembled with excfte- 
ment when told that the jury had ar- 
rived at a verdict. but was ready to go 
to court from jail at once, as she had 
remained dressed for traveling outdoors, 
She reached the court room at 10:10, 
attended by her friend and constant 
companion, Miss Theresa Collins; her 
aunt, Mrs. Kaye, of Chicago, and a 
deputy. 

The jurors, headed by Charles A. No- 
ble, went to their places, and then the 
foreman, in answer to the clerk's forma] 
question, answered strongly, “Not 
guilty.” Judge Rich then thanked the 
jurymen for thelr services, discharged 
them, and then told Mrs. Sampson she 
was free.

Swinburne, the poet and essayist, is crit- 
ically ill with pneumonia.

Duties on Barley, Barley Malt, 
Charcoal Iron, Pineapples in 
Crates Increased—Duty Re- 
mains on Lumber After Hard 
Fight — Hides Left as Com- 
mittee Reported. 


Washington, April 9.—After three 
weeks of consideration, the Payne 
tariff bill was passed by the house of 
representatives tonight by a vote of 217 
to 161. One republican, Austin. of Ten- 
nessee, voted against the measure, and 
four democrats, all from Louisiana. 
voted for it. An attempt by Champ 
Clark, the minority leader, to recommit 
the bill, with instructions, signally 
failed. 

The day was filled with excitement 
from the moment the session began at 
noon, until the last minute. 


Full Membership Present. 

The members were keyed up to the 
highest pitch and a practically full mem- 
bership remained on duty throughout. 
The final vote demongtrated the capacity 
of the republican organization to get to- 
gether. The situation with respect to 
lumber was greatly relieved for thé re- 
publican members when it became mani- 
fest that the advocates of the propo- 
sition placing it on the free list were in 
the minority. Because of that fact, Mr. 
(Fitzgerald, of New York, charged that a 
midnight deal had been made last night 
whereby free lumber was to be voted 
down and the rates on barley and bar- 
ley malt increased, and. .this .notwith- 
standing denials of Messrs. Matin, pf 
Ilineois,.and.-Cugshman, of Washington, 
who offered the barley amendments.

Among the other important amend- 
ments that have been made since the 
bill came from committee are those 
striking out the provision for a duty 
on -tea and the countervailing duty 
proviso on coffee. The elimination of 
‘the maximum duty of 20 per cent on 
coffee, contained in the maximum and 
minimum section of the bill, was also 
significant. |

| ‘How It Was Done. 

“What induced the committee 
change its mind?” ’ 

“Simply.the very frank presentation 
of Atilanta’s claims as the centrai point 
from which the entire south could best 
be reached,” replied Mr. Howell. 

“One after another of the Atlanta 
members of the committee brought out 
the many advantages of the city as the 
commercial clearing house of the south, 
and as the pacemaker of southern in- 
dustrial and commercial development. 
It happened that some of the mem- 
bers of the committee had visited At- 
lanta, and they were immensely im- 
pressed with the city. Benjamin Bris- 
coe, of the Maxwell-Briscoe Company, 
and a member of the national commit-

He 
thought that perhaps a thousand peo- 
ple would visit Atlanta from the west 
alone, taking.advantage of this oc 
casion to visit the south at the pret- 
tiest season of the year, and et of 
them, taking in both the Savannah 
ra@es and the Atlanta show, which will 
be so arranged as not to conflict, but 
to follow one another. 

“S. A. Miles, general manager of the 
N. A. A. M., told the Atlanta commit- 
tee that a thousand New Yorkers had 
gone by rail and special steamer to the 
Savannah races, and that more than 
that number would make the trip to 
both Savannah and Atlanta this fall. 

“Frankly,’”’ continued Mr. Howell, 
“with reduced railroad rates, giving 
round trip tickets to Atlanta, as is of- 
fered other cities for national occa- 
sions, I believe that Atlanta will have 
thousands of visitors for the automobile 
show week. They are coming not only 
from every surrounding state to see the 
show and to make personal inspection 
incident to purchasing, but they are 
coming from all parts of the country, 
many people taking advantage of this 
opportunity to visit Atlanta and the 
south. ' 

Accessories Preparing. 

“Every possible line of automobile ac- 
cessories will also be represented at the 
Atlanta show. These companies have 
rock-ribbed agreement by which they 
will make no exhibit except the nation- 
al shows authorized by the N. A. A. M. 
In writing to them before we went to 
New York they informed us without 
exception that they could not enter lo- 
cal dealers’ shows, as it involved too 
much expense and that by agreement 
they could exhfbit only at nattonal 
shows. 

“After the action of the national com- 
mittee in New York, several of the rep- 
resentatives of the accesgories manu- 
facturing companies stated that they 
would be at the Atianta show with the 
most complete line of automobile ac- 
cessories ever shown in this country.

Higher Rate on Slack Wanted. 

Senator Elkins ftubmitted some dala 
indicating that the present rate of 15 
cents on slack is too low. He read 
letters from American agents in Can- 
ada and Australia asserting that mines 
in those countries artificially crush 
bituminous coal in order to make it 
admissible to the United States at the 
15 instead of the 67-cent rate. 

It is reported that the senate com- 
mittee will reduge the existing Dingley 
rates on lumber one-half. A canvass 
of the senate indicates that an effort 
in the direction of getting free lumber, 
if made after the bill reaches the 
senate, would be unavailing. The can- 
vass of the senate on the question of 
hides was concluded today, and it is 
asserted that, as a result, hides will 
be taken from the free list, as in the 
Payne bill, and a duty be fixed at 15 
per cent ad valorem. That wool of all 
grades and wool tops would be placed 
in the senate bill under the existing 
ratés was stated today upon what ap-

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FREE ART NOW ASSURED | 
BY SENATE COMMITTEE 


Washington, April 9.—Free art, the 
dream of Amenican collectors of foreign 
masterpieces in paintings and sculpture, 
practically was assured tonight by the 
adoption in the senate committee, on 
finance of an amendment to the teriff 
bill, which will admit these treasures 
without restriction of any kind. The ac- 
ceptance by the committce of this 
amendment is a persona) triumph for 
Senators Lodge and Aldrich. 

Under\ the Payne bill, paintings in oll, 
water colors, pastels, pen and ink draw- 
ings and statuary, hand-wrought from 
solid blocks of marble, bronze or other 


material used in the carving of fine 
statues, would be admitted upon the 
payment of 20 per cent ad valorem. 
An exception was madé of painting and 
Statuary of twenty years of age when 
existence of that period prior to im- 
portation could be proved to ghe satis- 
faction of the secretary of the treasury.

Yor Judge Sheppard, personally, there is no room for misgiving, save 
as touches temporary inconvenience and the reasonless attack upon. the 
sanctity of his home. His station and reputation assure the vindication of 
his dignity and the safety of his property. : 

But how safe is the property and home of the ordinary citizen, how safe 
is the hard-won property of the destitute but honest man—white or black— 
before the onslaughts of bailiffs clothed with what appears to be pronary 
power under the law? 

Without distinction, means and high-standing to speak for them, just 
what hard injustice, what cheating out of their legitimate property even, is 
not possible? 

This law of levy and attachment, as at resent conatened, is a revival 
of legalized barbarity worse than the ruthless domiciliary visits of despotic 
Russia or the statutes of the feudal barons, under which the property of 
serfs was confiscated without an opportunity of offense and with no re- 
course whatever. 

Perhaps, after all, the indignity put upon Judge Sheppard will be of ben- 
efit by throwing into strong relief the possibilities of abuse in a law that 
eryingly demands amendment. i 

There is no estimating what cruelty and havoc this mapatiitable system 
has worked upon the poorer class of citizens, white and negro, men and 
women, who are helpless and who can summon neither influence nor mioney 
to their defense. 

The tolerance dnd the indifference that make such a barbarous survival 
possible should receive a sharp lesson from the shameful incident elsewhere 
recorded. 

The first function of law is to protect the weak and helpless. In in- 
stances possible under this branch of law, this function is wantonly and per- 
sistently prostituted. 

It is a matter demanding the 
thoughtful citizens generally.

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IMPORTANT OFFICES GO A-BEGGING. 


President Taft is experiencing considerable difficulty in satisfactorily 
filling some of the most important, dignified and desirable positions in the 
United States service, more particularly those in the diplomatic corps, at 
which the foremost and ablest American statesmen are manifesting a decided 
disposition to shy. 

Charlies W. Bliot. the distinguished president of Harvard college, has, 
in effect, declined the ambassadorship to England, and report comes in ad- 
vance of formal tender of this important post that former Vice President 
Fairbanks occupies similar attitude, preferring the more congenial home 
politics of,éndiana. 

Senator Hemenway and former Representative Watson, of Indiana, have 
likewise declined tenders of important and valued federal positions, the 
former having refused to undertake the not undesirable mission to China. 

These are but a few instances of declinations of important posts which 
have been brought to public attention, bit it is apparent that President Taft 
is meeting difficulties in the solution of one of the biggest of executive 
problems, the proper filling of diplomatic posts. 

One of the evident reasons of the president’s trouble in this respect is 


the fact that he has not followed the plan of some of his predecessors in 


tendering these posts to men of wealth regardless of other qualifications. 

These are plenty of men with fat pocketbooks who would. be glad to 
round out their careers in foreign embassies and, incidentally, to get rid, 
But, unfortunately, per- 
haps, they too infrequently possess other qualifications essential to a suc- 
cessful diplomat. 

The custom of appointing such men to foreign posts, together with the 
fact that the United States, in comparison with other leading nations, make 
too scant provision for the upholding of diplomatic dignity, is, unquestionably, 
reponsible for refusal, in many instances, on the part of men of ability 
but modest means to accept appointments which they would abundantly grace 
in point of culture and personal dignity, but to which they are financially 
unable to bring the glamor that foreign courts have been led to expect. 

The truth of this fact is founded in experience; it came significantly to 
the surface in connection with the recent change of ambassadors to Germany. 

The United States, if they would have men of distinction and ability rep- 
resent them abroad, must do one of two things: They must reduce the 
diplomatic service to a basis of dignity and simplicity wherein there shall 
be permitted no encroachment of mere wealth, or they must make provision 
for meeting the expenses of their foreign legations commensurate with those 
of other powers of equal dignity and importance. } 

It is no wonder, though he would not say so, that a man like President 
Eliot should decline'to follow to London an ambassador who spent his entire 
salary from <he federal government for the single item of house rent, whatever 
his qualifications over and above his wealth may have been. 

President Eliot would most creditably represent the nation, but his pri- 
vate income is not such as to enable him to spend thousands upon a single 
diplomatic dinner. 

The American diplomatic service needs revision. 

Kither we should not attempt to keep up with the gold braid and tinsel} 
powers, or we should provide diplomatic salaries sufficient to pay the bills. 

Until this revision is brought about the diplomatic service of the United 
States will necessarily suffer.

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TIGHTENING THE ANTI-DRUG LAW 


A manifest step toward progress is the action of the state board of 
pharmacy making. more rigid and specific the application of the prohibitive 
law against the sale of narcotics in Georgia. 

‘The original statute was drastic as far as it went, but it left much to 
be desired.in the way of stopping or restricting the traffic in drugs as ap- 
plied to the infinite variety of products that might evade the law under 
misleading names. 

Action agreed upon by the board of pharmacy and the state agricultural 
department extends the ban of law, as regards open sale, to virtually all the 
drugs leading to or making possible the formation of addictions. 

In this day of commercial intensity, with the demands on the energies 
of’ both sexes and all ages at concert pitch, the overtaxed nervous system 
is most susceptible to the temptation of those substances with power tem- 
porarily to relieve tension, or to bring sleep when overwork and strain have 
deranged the natural functions. ce 

‘There is httile question that thousands of people in the United States 
have innocently become slaves to drug habits through this craving for relief, 
satisfied with chemicals of the potency and danger of which they were unin- 
formed. 

The history of such cases is pitiable. First, as poetically indicated by 
‘Thomas DeQuincey, the victim congratulates himself on having found a vest- 
pocket panacea for all the ills of the tired body and the harried mind. 

It is only when the habit has almost irrevocably fastened its grip on 
both mind and body that the fetters begin to be felt, and the.sad wreckage 
wrought by the drug to be demonstrated. 

There will be little quarrel with the action of the board so long as it 
does not embarrass the convenience of licensed physicians. And that phase 
seems to have been carefully safeguarded.

BALIFFS AND 
HOME. OF IUOGE 


Federal Jurist Appears in 
Police Court. 


Judge Sheppard, of Florida, 
Had Home Dismantied by 
Bailiffs Acting Under Levy 
by Attorney for a Negro 
Struck by His Auto. 


At a police court hearing on a case of 
alleged auto speeding, there developed, 
yesterday morning, the details as to 
how justice court bailiffs are empow- 
ered to make seizures upon pfoperty, 
when the defend&nt is a non-resident 
of this state, even before a judgmer* 
is rendered. 

These facts Were brought to light 
when Philip Beall, secretary to United 
States Judge W. B. Sheppard, of the 
northern district of Florida. was tried 
before the recorder. 

In the case on trial Beall was the de- 
fendant, but it developed that Judge 
Sheppard, accustomed to sitting in 
judgment, was the principal witness, 
for it was his car against which the 
charge was made and which had been 
the cause of the justice court procedure 
which has stirred up the city. 

As a result of which Attorney Edgar 
Watkins ,of the firm of Wimbish, Wat. 
kins & Ellis, stated last night that a 
Statement of facts in regard to the con- 
duct of Attorneys Moore & Moore, who 
took out the justice court proceedings 
against Judge Sheppard, and made the 
case against his secretary, will be pre- 
sented to the grievance committee of 
the Atlanta Bar Association for such 
action as they may deem proper, this 
morning. 

At the police court trial the “shorter 
and uglier word’ was passed, and the 
court was the scene of unusual excite- 
ment during the trial, which resulted 
in a dismisgal of the case against the 
secretary for speeding. but which 
Started the justice court crusade. 

Took Everything in House. 


At this trial it was developed that on 
Thursday afternoon two bailiffs and 
negro helpers from Justice Jacxson’-~ 
court, acting on a writ of attachment. 
issued on Judge Sheppard. as a non- 
resident of this state, at the instiga- 
tion, it is said, of Attorneys Charles J. 
& Jesse L. Moore, went to the home of 
Judge Sheppard, at the corner of Tenth 
and Juniper streets, and there levied 
upon everything movable in the house, 
taking it out and — it upon a 
waiting dray. 

It was alleged that Mrs. Sheppard’s 

clothing, her daughter's trunk. who is 
at Agnes Scott college, and the baby’s 
toys. were all gathered up by 
bailiffs and taken frem the house and 
put on the wagon and the majority 
hauled away. It was alleged that 
Judge Sheppard offered to write a 
check for the amount involved. grow- 
ing out of the alleged accident caused 
to Sam Ozburn, by being struck. sev- 
eral weeks ago, by Judge Sheopard's 
automobile, but this was refused. 
The fact that Judge Sheppard was a 
non-resident, is alleged as the reason 
given under ihe law for an attachment 
before the case even comes to, trial. 

Attorney Moore denies that he or- 
dered anything but the belongings of 
Judge Sheppard seized, and specified. 
particularly, the automobile, which 
had, he alleged, run down his client. 
_It was in discussing these points in 
court thut the “ugly word” was used. 
Mr. Moore stating emphatically that 
Judge Sheppard misrepresented his ac-: 
tions when he said that he had been 
insolent or mistreated him. 

Judge Sheppard stated that he felt 
that he had been treated outrageously 
and shamefully itn the affair. and re- 
ferred to the case against his secre- 
tary as one of intimidation. He said 
that he wished to defend himself and 
“the dignity of the United States court. 
which had been impugned by the repre- 
hensible conduct of these infamous 
men.”’ During the day. the goods re- 
moved were returned, and bond for 
them was made. 

Statement by Attorney Moore. 

In giving his version of the affair, 
Attorney C. J. Moore said: 

“IT repeatedly endeavored to have a 
conference with Judge Sheppard ‘in re- 
gard to the injury done my client, Sam 
Ozburn, who was knocked down and 
badly injured by his machine. Dis- 
trict Attorney Tate urged me not to 
proceed until I could talk with the 
judge. I waited three weeks. and 
finally took the negro with me to his 
office. There he refused to treat with 
me, but turned his back and said: 
‘Sam, what can I do for you? 

“I was insulted, I felt, and became fu- 
riously mad at such treatment. 

“I came back to my office and wrote 
him a note that I would give him to 
3:30 o’clock to treat with me, or I 
would proceed against him. 

“He got the note, for he dictated a re- 
ply to his secretary which was phoned 
to me. 

“Then it was that I took out a non- 
resident attachment in Judge Jackson's 
court. I told the bailiff to levy only 
on his automobile, No. 572. 

“The bailiff and his assistants went 
there after it, butit was evidently hid- 
den out. They could not find it, € got 
other things. 

“Mrs. Sheppard called me up and told 
me they had taken ner things, her 
daughter’s and the children's. I told 
her I only wanted the belongings of the 
judge, and told her to tell the bailiff 
to come to the phone and I would tell 
him. I told him to put everything back 
that did not belong to the judge. 

‘I simply availed myself of the law ir 
regard to non-resident claims, as Judge 
Sheppard is a non-resident in this 
state. 

“His friends have made a $1,000 bond. 
and the goods seized have been sestored 
to his home. 

“Saturday I am going to file suit in 
the superior court for $600 damages for 
the injury done the negro by the ma. 
chine. I was simply acting under the 
Georgia law and litigating by the Geor- 
gia statutes.”

Says There Is No Trap in 
It for Farmer. 


Hon. Thos. E. Watson Denies 
Statements in Recent Edito- 
rial in Augusta Newspaper. 
Says Plan Would Be of Vast 
Benefit to Cotton Growers.

“Just after Christmas, I, on my own 
impulse, wrote an editorial in my pa- 
per. The Weekly Jeffersonian, in which 
I stated that if I were fn the place of 
C. S. Barrett, president ‘of the Farm- 
ers’ Union, I would appeal to every 
member of the Farmers’ Union organi - 
zation to send to him $! each to be de. 
posited as a trust fund in order that 
Sully might inaugurate a bull move- 
ment in the cotton market. Mr. Sully 
nad noth ing on earth to do with this 
Suggestion. He was not aware that i+ 
was going to be made, nor did he know 
that it had been made until Mr. Bar- 
rett informed him of it casually in At- 
lanta last week. 

“The idea that I was acting for Sully 
when I sugg@ested that the farmers send 
a dollar aplece to Mr. Barrett in order 
that Mr. Barrett might help finance a 
bull movement, is preposterous.

“From what I could see in The Con- 
stitution, there was no trap of any sort 
contemplated by that system of ware- 
houses, and inasmuch as the certifi- 
cate feature gave it, to some extent, a 
resemiiance ‘to the ola subtreagury 
plan of the Farmers’ Alliance, I was 
disposed to look upon it favorably. 
This being so, I readily consented to

No Trap for Farmers. 
‘| “There are many of the details of Mr. 


Sully’s plan. which have. not - been 
| worked out, and which will need to be 
very carefully perfected, but, in the 
main, I cannot for the life of me see 
i how his system of warehouses is going 
to be any trap or spider’s web for the 
| farmers, or anybody else. 

“He does not prepose tv antagonize, 
save by legitimate competition, the 
warehouses that are now being oper- 
ated. He does not propose to take 
away local control. In every instance 
‘his warehouses can be owned and con- 
trolled by the communities fn which 
they are located, cengffaventiy there 
cannot be any monop or trust fea- 
ture as indicated by The Augusta 
Herald. 

“Inasmuch as the Sully warehouses 
are to be bonded, and their certificates 
guaranteed by a deposit of $2,500,000, 
it occurs to me that the Sully certifi- 
cates would have a negotiability which 
cannot .be hoped for in the case of a 
purely local warehouse receipt. If I 
understand the Sully certificates at all, 
‘they would be made so absolutely gilt. 
edged that they would pass current 
throughout the union, and, perhaps, 
throughout the commercial wer. 

“The advantages of such a circulating 
currency is obvious. If the farmers, 
by depositing five or ten bales of cot- 
ton, can.gwet the use of a certificate 
whose face value is unquestioned 
everywhere, he can not only obtain the 
loan of money upon it in New York, 
Baltimore, New Orleans, Atlanta. Mem- 
phis, Galveston, as cheaply as the 
country banker can borrow money, but 
with such a certificate he could easily 
settle whatever debts are pressing him. 
If these certificates are made as giit- 
edged as Mr. Sully proposes to go, one 
can readily understand that our time- 
price merchaht would be very glad to 
close his account by accepting payment 
in these certificates, which he, himself, 
in turn, can -use at their face value 
with whomsoever he may owe. In 
other words, these certificates, being 
made perfectly safe, would become an 
addition to the credit currency which 
is now in circulation, and, in that way, 
the whole country would share the 
benefit of an expanding circulating 
medium. 
Farmer Pays High Interest. 

“T think it is well known that one of 
the present burdens of the farmer is 
that, as a rule, he pays more for money 
that he borrows than is paid by any 


j other class. Generally it is very difficult 


for him to gecure quick and easy loans:

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the nature of the collateral that-he is 
able to offer is usually the cause of this. 
Then, again, he may apply for a loan 
at a time when his local banks have 
disposed of their loanable funds, and, 
however willing to aid him, are unable 
to do so. These local banks draw their 
funds from the financial centers, and, 
of course, the amount which they can 
secure is limited. When they have loan- 
ed out up to a certain point they are 
unable to do any more, however much 
they would Wke to accommodate every- 
one who applies. The cotton certificate 
aS proposed by the Sully plan would lib- 
erate the farmer from these local condi- 
tions and put it in his power to get 
money from the financial centers with 
the same facility and at the same rate 
now, enjoyed by the local banks, who 
practically act as middlemen between 
the capitalists of the big cities who are 
seeking borrowers and the farmers of 
the country who are seeking lenders. 
No Connection With Plan. 

‘tT have no interest whatsoever in the 
success of Mr. Sully’s plans. . He has 
not asked me to invest a dolla: with 
him, nor do I expect to have any con- 
nection, financial or otherwise, with his 
scheme. It is well known that for thirty 
years I have never lost an opportunity 
to do and say anything for the agricul- 
tural classes that seemed to promise 
them some benefit. I have never failed 
to fight their battles whenever and 
wherever I could. Whether it was a 
jute bagging trust or a rural free de- 
livery mail system. [I have put my 
shoulder to the wheel in the desire to do 
something for that class of people, who, 
in my judgment, are the most outra- 
geously imposed upon of any people liv- 
ing. From the same motives which led 
me to attack the governmenta] system 
which robs these people, I have felt an 
interest in the Sully plan to bring some 
relief to these people. Because M does, 
in my judgment, offer them a very de- 
cided improvement over existing condi- 
tions, I would like to see Mr. nyt 
experiment tried. How it can hurt any 
legitimate industry I cannot see. No- 
ibody will be forced to store cotton with | 
Sully. Nobody will be compelled to take 
out a Sully certificate. The whole thing 
would be voluntary. Mt would certainly 
tend to the bringing about of “a situation 
in which the farmer would be relieved 
of the necessity of dumping his whole 
crop on the market at one time, and 
thus becoming the great leader of the 
bear movement. which lowers prices. The 
fact that the farmer does have to un- 
load practically his whole crop at one 
time, and that the whole world knows 
he is compelled to do this, is that fac- 
ftor which milijtates most‘ injuriously 
against high prices. 

Farmer Makes Bear Market, — 

“The farmer wants a bull market, yet 
the farmer himself makes the bear mar- 
ket. As a rule, there is never a bull 
movement until the farmers have let 
up on their bear raid. In other words, 
when the farmer has dumped his en- 
fire crop on the market, sending prices 
downward, downward, downward every 
week, then, and not till then, a great 
bull movement can be organized, prices 
sent upward and speculators enriched. 
In other words, the speculator gets what 
the farmer would have got if the farmer 
hadn’t smashed the market by his in- 
sensate way of selling his cotton. 

“If I didn’t honestly and disigterest- 
edly think that the Sully plan offered 
a ré“ef to this most lamentable condi- 
tion, I would not say a word in its 
favor. Having, however, reached the | 
conclusion that the Sully plan does offer 
relief from these conditions, I shall not 
ibe driven to cover by any attack which 
may be inspired by local warehouse- 
men who prefer to hold the cinch which 
they now have on the cotton situation.

MAY YET SETTLE 
PEACH RATE CASE 


Hearing Is Again Post- 
poned by the Railroad 
Commission. 


Settlement of the controversy regard- 
ing express rates on peaches in crates 
is still in prospect, according to state- 
ments made to the railroad commission 
when the matter was called up for a 
hearing yesterday.

Medium, Wanted in At- 
lanta, Under ‘Arrest. 


Police Chief Jennings Notified 
of the Arrest in Kittanning, 
Penn., of Prof. Frank West. 
Officer Will Be Sent to 
Bring Him Back. 


Professor Frank. West, alias Profes- 
sor Weaver, alias Professor May, 40 
years of age, of Kittanning, Pa., spirit- 
ualist and medium, who operated in the 
city of Atlanta during a part of No- 
vember and the early part of last De- 
cember, leaving financial desolation in 
his wake, has been caught at last. 

The arrest of West, or Weaver, as his 
name is believed to be, was effected in 
Kittanning, Pa., yesterday, and a tele- 
gram to Chief of Police Henry Jennings 
announced the news. The telegram 
read: 
I hold him? Wire at once.—J. D. Stitt, 
Chief of Police.” 

Chief’ Jennings wired immediately 
that he would send a man, and this 
morning or early in the afternoon one 
of the detectives will depart for the 
Pénnsyivania town. Detective J. 
Dorsett is the man named in 
requisition papers taken out, and it is 
probable that he will go. 


The arrest of Professor Weaver came. 


as a distinct surprise to the local po- 
lice, as they had had information thal 
the Kittanning police knew Weaver 
was in their town and would not ar- 
rest him. It is said the matter was 
carried before the governors of both 
states, but the peculiar Pennsyivania 
law, requiring an Atlanta police offi- | 
cer on the spot before the arrest could 
be made, rendered it impracticable to 
proceed further from this end of the 
line. | 

Professor West, as he was known 
here, came to the city from Birming- 
ham, where it is alleged he operated | 
under the name of Professor May. He: 
was a man of pieasing address and 
courtly manners, and succeeded in in- 
gratiating himself into the good graces 
of a Washington street woman, with 
whom he boarded for about two weeks, 
He advertised himself extensively as a 
psychic healer, clairvoyant, spiritualist, 
etc., with unlimited powers in con- 
trolling the love and fortune of others. 
He soon had a steady train of advice- 
seeking individuals. 

One Crew street lady was persuaded 
to place the best of her jewels in a 
chamois skin bag and put it around 
her neck, with directions not to touch 
it. She followed instructions for a 
while, but then decided to look into 
the bag and break the charm. The 
jewels, a diamond brooch valued at 
$135, a diamond ring worth $110 and 
another ring valued at $45, were gone. 
The amiable doctor had _ evidently 
changed bags. 4 . 

A misguided old gentleman,who. had 
systematically saved three crisp one- 
hundred-dollar bills was- caught in a 
similar manner, and others fell victims 
to his craft. In all, the loss to patients 
probably amounted to $1,000. The pro- 
fessor is also alleged to have taken 
the table linen and silverware of his 
landlady on Washington street. 

There are several warrants outstand- 
ing against Professor Weaver, and he 
will probably be required to answer to 
charges not yet preferred.

Hitcheock, secretary of the 
velt, died here this morning at 
o'clock, aged 7+. 
ly ill for several days, and his death

Mr. Hitchcock had been ill for some 
weeks. He contracted a severe cold 
while in the west and his condition be- 
came more serious, and he hurried to 
Washington to place himself in the 
hands of specialists who had attend- 
ed him during his official career here.

- His passing marked the close of a 
career whose preeminent feature was

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an administration of the interior de- 
partment that stirred the western land 
problems as never before. Brought 
here from St. Petersburg, where he had 
served as ambassador under the ap- 
pointment of President McKinley, Mr. 
Hitchcock was almost immediately 
plunged into a vortex of complications 
growing out of vast frauds and charges 
of fraud and counter charges growing 
out of the acquirement of public lands 
in the western states. Mr. Hitchcock 
directed the most sweeping investiga- 
tions, arousing the enmity of powerful 
political interests. That work is rec- 
ognized today as one of the most un- 
swerving .and relentless inquisitions in 
the annals of government prosecutions. 
He prosecuted cases against numerous 
men in public life and private busi- 
ness, including United States Senator 
Mitchell, of Oregon, who was convicted 
and died not long afterward: former 
Congressman Binger Hermann, who 
had served as commissioner of the gen. 
eral land office and who was acquitted; 
former United States Senator Dietrich, 
of Nebraska; Representative William- 
son, of Oregon, and John A. Benson, a 
millionaire real estate broker, of San 
Francisco.

NO AGREEMENT 


BY COAL HEADS 


Anthracite Miners. and 
Operators Finally 
Adjourn. | 


Philadelphia, 
operators and miners who have been 
holding confererces in this city, con- 
sidering wage conditions in the hard 
coal fields in Pennsylvania, 
reach an agreement and have adjourned 
finally. * 

The operators rejected the modified 
demands presented yesterday by the 
miners. The answer of the operators 
was given to the mine workers today 
jin a conference which lasted more than 
an hour. 

ithe, operators having headquarters in 
New York city left for that place on the 
12 o'clock train over the Reading ralil- 
way. They will give out a statement 
soon after their arrival. 

New York, April 9.—The following of- 
ficial statement was given out here to- 
day by the anthracite operators’ com- 
initteg of seven: 

“he representatives of the anthracite 
mine workers have declined to accept 
the proposition signed by the represen- 
tatives of the operators to ‘extend for 
another period of three years the award 
of the anthracite coal strike commission 
appointed by the president of the United 
States. 

“Except for a few weeks’ interruption 
in 1906, the agreement, based on this 
award, has been in existence for six 
years. The conditions in the anthracite 
regions during the time have been bet- 
Aer for the miners than ever before. 

Y “The present basis of wages was es- 
tablished in a time of the greatest pros- 
perity the country has ever known. In 
offering a continuance of the same 
wages, t®rough years of depression, the 
operators are assuming a responsibility 
beyond which they cannot venture to go. 

“At yesterday's conference the opera- 
tors acceded to the request that the 
, questions as to the rates of payment for 
‘new work should be placed under the 
'jurisdiction of the condliation board, 
making the following declaration: 
“"*We state officially that hereafter 
;any controversy relating to new work 
+ May be submitted to the board of con- 
cillation to determine whether the condi- 
‘tions of the veins and on the work are 
|similar, and, if they are similar. the 
rates existing in the Old work shall ap- 
ply to the néw work.’ 

“This was the one matter in which, ac- 
cording to the claims of the mine work- 
ers’ representatives, the men had not 
been able to obtain satisfaction from 
the board of concillation. With this con- 
cluded, all possible questions under dis- 
pute between employees and employers 
can now be settled by the board.*’
